A late earthquake iii Western Neva­ 
da made a fracture about two hundred mile* 
long, and the displacement varied from five to 
seventy-five feet. 
The western portion of the 
United States, from the farther border of the 
jilains to tho pacific 
i« a 
region of many 
aud groat earthquakes. 
It has also been 
in 
very recent 
geologic 
times a region 
of great volcanic activity. Thousand* of

While the meeting was in progress, 
ten or twelve masked men rode up and demand­ 
ed the surrender of Gander's sou and a young 
man named Hudson. This was refused, and the 
Mormons began to show resistance.

the masked men walked in and knocked 
young Conder down with his gun, breaking hie 
skulk 
Hudson fired, fatally wounding one of 
the masked men. who provad to be David Hin­ 
son, a well-known farmer of Hickman county.

Two of the elders were killed 
outright

men in going to the meeting at Conder’» house, 
stopped at the house of a man named Garrett, 
a Mormon «invert.

Maj. J. W. Powell, of the geological survey 
at W&shiugfiin, talked thu* about earthqtutde»:, 
“Earthquakes in the eastern portion of the 
United States have been comparatively infre­ 
quent and m ild 
The most important was that 
in the Mississippi valley known as the New 
Madrid 
A late earthquake in Western Neva­ 
da made a fracture about two hundred miles 
long, and the displacement varied from five to 
seventy-five feet. 
The western portion of the 
United States, from the farther Border of the 
plains to the pacific, is a region of many 
and groat earthquake». 
It has also been 
in 
ven* recent 
geologic times a region 
of great volcanic activity. 
Thousands of 
now dead 
volcanoes 
are 
scattered 
over 
the country, and vast lava fields cover large 
areas of the laud 
Salt l,ake City stands un 
the margin of an earthquake fracture, and ge­ 
ologists have more than ijieo prophesied that 
it will be destroyed by an earthquake. 
Geolo­ 
gists hav*i concluded from the consideration of 
a great variety of facts that the interior of the 
earth is in a ‘fluid condition, due to pressure 
aud great heat 
We penetrate from the sur­ 
face toward the interior of the earth by min©» 
and by boring for artesian wells giul other pur­ 
poses." The temperature Ui found to increase 
at such a rate that a degree of heat would soon 
be reached at wliich all known rocks would 
m elt 
Secondly, a vast number of volcanoes 
is distributed widely over the earth, through 
the rents of which enormous quantities of 
molten rock are poured out on the surface of the 
earth, showing that a vast reservoir of mol­ 
ten matter exists beneath the crnst 
Thirdly, 
it is known, experimentally, 
that aR rock,» 
would lie crushed aud caused to flow by the 
pressure of a few mijes of superincumbent 
rock. 
Now, tq understand the cause of an 
earthquake we must appreciate that a eompar- 
ativelv thin crust rests upon a vast fluid 
The 
next thing to be consnlered i» that all the land 
portions of the earth is rapidly being transport­ 
ed to the sea by rains aud rivers. /Tims the 
land areas are lieing unloaded and ocean bor­ 
ders are weighed down. 
This luading of sea 
borders and unloading of land art as upon a 
crust which rests upoii a fluid sets up enormous 
strains, bat they accumulate until at last suffi­ 
cient stress is establi:-;hed to cause fracture and 
displacement through the mil©» of solid crust 
When such a rupture occurs an earthquake is 
the result 
AH earthquakes in regions where 
volcanoes do not exist are thus caused by 
strains due to the degradation of some portion 
of the continent, and the loading of the mater­ 
ial upon some other portion of the continent

I walked over and found an 
excellent specimen, weighing 75 pounds. 
I ha«l him boxed and carefully packed 
in ice, and shipped him by express to 
my disbelieving friends at the Oakland. 
From the restaurateur I got all the re­ 
cipes I could for catfish chowder, cat­ 
fish steaks, stuffed catfish, roast, etc., 
and sent them on by mail. 
I tele­ 
graphed as follows; 
‘Skin your fish be­ 
fore you cook him,’ a catfish’s skin being 
so rank as to spoil tlie ilesh when the 
fish is cooked with it on. 
They got my 
telegram and were puzzled. When the 
box arrived, dripping from the melting 
ice, they were more pnzzle<l. 
The let­ 
ter which arrived by the same train as 
the fish, explained all. 
They had a 
fine feast, and at it formally organized 
with a president aud secretary and 
passed the following resolution, which 
was sent to me; 
“ ‘Resolved, 
That the truth of Allen

slave of no fixed habits; that the chief 
editor of the Times leaves him entirely 
free in his movements anti in his w rit- 
ingsjthathe lives as he pleases, and 
seems to enjoy life.

“What is the distinguishing feature of 
Asiatic cholera, Doctor?”

“Here I may mention that much mis- 
cheif lias been caused by a popular 
medicine largely composed of red pep­ 
per, ginger and brandy, and which, 
thongli useful in eases of cholera morbus, 
is among the most injurious that could 
be selecte«l in cases of real cholera.

Strange to say this medicine has been 
largely used for the past years 
No 
skillful doctor, however, would dream 
of recommending it. 
Henceforward the 
scientific treatment of cholera will be 
i based on the use of rgemicides. O 
these sulphate of iron, suggested by mf 
in 1866, gallic acid and all the dilute 
mineral acids, especially the sulphuric, 
are also astringents. 
The dilute sul­ 
phuric acid, especially the aromatic 
tincture, has attained the highest repu­ 
tation as a preventive and cure of Asi­ 
atic 
cholera. Corrosive 
sublimate, 
wliich would probably be used by scien 
tifie physicians is not alone poisonous, 
but very «langerous, siuce it can only lie 
used in a minute form. 
One partido 
would kill 20,000 germs. 
Still it is the 
most efficient germicide known at pres­ 
ent. K«>ch recommends plienic acid, 
which is the same as chemically pure, 
carbolic acid. 
Chemically pure, mind, 
for the chemically impure has signally 
failed, since it has been proved that bac­ 
teria will live for a long time in strong 
solutions of it. 
Among the domestic 
preventives, the best to my mind are 
common table salt and vinegar, used 
separately and in fairly large quantities 
as condiments of food. A strong solu­ 
tion of chloride of srala, or table salt, 
would be as effectual as chloride of zinc 
or even chloride of mercury, which is 
the same as corrosive sublimate. 
If 
nurses and doctors washed their hand* 
regular 
iu vinegar while attending 
cholera patients, I feel sure they will 
escape the disease. ” 


A M A R IN E R 'S GHOST STORY.

models.

hour 
after 
hour 
for a momentary consideration. 
They 
may lie vain, and it undoubtedly gives 
them pleasure to know that their forms ! same language as the English 
will lie admired bv hundreds, and the ' can instantly understand all he 
delicate shales and symmetrical curves 
which they so admire will be praised 
bv men perhaps now unl>orn; but all 
this does not keep them from demand­ 
ing their $1.75 per hour. 
Bless you, 
no! 
It is a regular trade with them, 
like dress-making. 
They do not come 
here and stand for two or three hours 
iii uncomfortable jjositions because their 
figures are a succession of Ijeautiful 
curvet*, but Ijocause they make a com­ 
paratively easy living by posing. 
It 
pays better than clerking, lietter than 
ballet-dancing, and if the model is at 
a1! discreet is quite as respectable as 
either. 
But 
professional 
models 
do 
not perceive that there Lh any­ 
thing out of the way in disrobing for a 
man or class of men for a picture. 
It’s 
their business, don’t you see? 
Nature 
has endowed them with forms far above 
the average, with firm, rigid flesh, very 
different from that which clothes the 
Ijones of most women, and the models 
sell these charms to the public through 
th** artist. 
If I were pretty poor I 
would do the same,” and the old cynic 
nodded his head two or three times very 
emphatically and went ofl'into a reverie. 
I am tired of hearing artists prate 
of their goody-good models,” he con­ 
tinued.

is a a matter of climate.

places Americans talk in loud voices. If 
I now remember, little notice of this is 
taken in America, where most peojjle 
seem accustomed to it, but in England 
it seems 
rude and 
ill-br**ad to talk 
socially in a loud voice. 
In omnibuses, 
at dinner tables, at the theatres, on the, 
streets, one is constantly at tr ac tell bv;

Dissolve one gramme of dry Marseilles 
soap IOO grammes of warm water; filter, 
and to every IOO cubic centimeters of 
the liquid add forty grammes of white 
sugar. 
To jjroduce a pure black ujjon wood the 
following receipt is given: 
Pour four 
quarts of boiling water upon one ounce 
of powered extract of logwood, and 
when the solution is effected add one 
drachm of yellow chromate of jjotassinm, 
and stir the whole well.

From the L&uess ter Intel ligencer. 
On many sides we see the evidences 
that the old fashioned flowers are com­ 
ing into fresh favor. 
A bright lady 
writer gives it as her experience and 
observation that there is a decided res- 
t oration of the flowers of our great­ 
grandmothers’gardens, such as peonies, 
poppies, hollyhocks, sweet williams, 
clove pinks, yellow lilies, columbines, 
blue-bells, fleur-de-lis, monk's hood, 
{ 
diloxes, lychnis, sweet sultau, and the 
ike. 
They are not only for the most 
part beautiful in color and form, but a 
great advantage of their cultivation is, 
that when once planted they will de­ 
light the senses for years, if a little at­ 
tention is only given to them in the 
spring by digging about the roots and 
applying a plentiful supply of rich com­ 
post* aud dividing their roots in autumn 
if too crowded. 
They bloom at a season 
when flowers are most welcome. 
Who that has been familiar with a 
garden of a generation ago will notjrecog- 
nize this picture? “ To make an old- 
fashioned garden there should be beds 
of Easter lilies, mingled with clumps of 
spider lilies and borders of sweet wii 
liams and columbine of every hue, inter 
mixed with circles of such annuals as 
migonette aud sweet alyssum, edged 
w-ith blue-bells or baby’s breath. Long 
beds are made of tulips of all colors, 
single and double, and clumps of peon- 
ies, phloxes, clove pinks, poppies and 
garden pinks, with a background of 
hollyhocks and monk’s hood. 
The mar­ 
tagón lilies, Easter lilias, yellow lilies, 
and the iris, with its pure crimson bells, 
succeeded the tulips, and then the J une 
roses, which in these days of rose

Fifty kinds of garden roses 
were planted there, besides climbers 
and bush roses, and various kinds of 
monthly tea and banksia, whose clus­ 
ters of buff flowers were exquisitely 
beautiful. Of course these delicate 
roses were housed in the cellar during 
the winter, but they added great beau­ 
ty to the old garden in the summer.

He speaks the

will lie admired by hundreds, and the 
delicate shades and symmetrical curves 
which they so admire will be praised 
by men perhaps now unl>orn; but all 
this does not keep them from demand­ 
ing their $1.75 per hour. 
Bless you, 
110! It is a regular trade with them, 
like dress-making. 
They do not come 
here aud stand for two or three hours 
in uncomfortable positions because their 
figure»8 are a succession of ljeautiful 
curve», but because they make a com­ 
paratively easy living by posing.

If 
I now remember, little notice of this is 
taken in America, w here most people 
seem accustomed to it, but in England 
it seems rude and ill-bread to talk 
socially in a loud voice. In omnibuses, 
at dinner tables, at the theatres, on the. 
streets, one is constantly attracted by 
the loudness, and sometimes the shrill­ 
ness, of the American voice. 
The soft­ 
ness and delicacy of the English lady’s 
voice makes the American lady’s voice, 
in comparison, all the more conapicu-

spend on their husbands, for. while the 
men are undressed, or shabbily dressed, 
the ladies are sometimes overdressed, 
and commonly very expensively dressed. 
Then, there is this to lie said: English 
people are seldom oddly or peculiarly 
dressed. But you cannot truthfully say 
this of the Americans.

M istakes in the Fig Business. 


From the Iowa Homestead. 
Some of our farmers are very likely 
to make a mistake just now, in the man­ 
agement of their pigs. 
They have an 
idea that because an old hog will thrive 
on clover, a young pig w*ill. 
This is 
about as sensible an idea as that of fat­ 
tening a newly weaned calf by turning 
it to a straw* stack. 
A ton of clover has 
1,660 pounds of water aud only sixteen 
pounds of fats; and the larger a pig’s 
stomach becomes by trying to eat 
enough, the closer his hips shrink to­ 
gether. 
No matter what the price of 
corn may be, it will pay to shell, soak 
and feed it tp w eanling pigs rather than 
try to shove them on green clover alone. 
If corn is not available, grind and soak 
rye and oats, or even soak them with­ 
out grinding, 
Remember a pig is a 
pork factory, and to run any factory 
profitable you must run on full time anil 
every day in the season. Another mat­ 
ter should be looked after, and that is 
shade to make them comfortable and 
avoid the flies. The best shade we have 
ever found is a thick maple grove where, 
the shade is so dense that the flies do not 
bother.

Iu a {taper by Professors Ayrton and 
Perry, real lately before the Physical 
Bociety, London, there is a prediction 
that before long gas engines w ill be em­ 
ployed in the propulsion of vessels. 
Soap bubbles which will last a very 
long time for laboratory experiments 
are generally made of this solution: 
Dissolve one gramme of dry Marseilles 
soap 100 grammes of warm water; filter, 
and to every 100 cubic centimeters of 
the liquid aid forty grammes of white 
sugar. 
To produce a pure black upon w ood the 
follow ing receipt is given: Pour four 
quarts of boiling water upon one ounce 
of pcwered extract of logwood, and 
when the solution is effected aid one 
drachm of yellow ehromate of potassium, 
and stir the whole well. 
Repeat the 
application of this mixture until the 
wood is dark enough. 
During the fra*tional distillation of 
fluorine Mr. W. R. Hodgkinson noticed 
the formation of an orange-red sub­ 
stance, which be considered likely to be 
an oxidation product. 
Its isolation, 
however, is extremely difficult, and it 
decomposes when distilled in a vacuum, 
and is equally soluble w ith the hydro- 
carlions which accompany it.

acid, especially the aromatic 
tincture, has attained the highest repu­ 
tation as a preventive and cure of A si­ 
atic 
cholera. 
Corrosive 
sublim ate, 
which would probably be used by scien 
ti fie physicians is not alone poisonous, 
but very dangerous, since it can only bu 
used in a minute form. 
One particle 
would kill 20,000 germa. 
Still it is the 
most efficient germ icide known at pres­ 
ent. 
Koch recommends phonic acid, 
which is tho same as chem ically pure, 
carbolic acid. 
Chemically pure, m ind, 
fur the chem ically impure has signally 
failed, since it has been proved that bac­ 
teria w ill live for a long time in strong 
solutions of it. 
Among the domestic 
preventives, the best to my mind aie 
common table salt and t inegar, used 
separab le and in fairly large quantities 
as condim ents of food. 
A strong solu­ 
tion of chloride of soda, or table salt, 
would be as effectual as chloride of zinc 
or even chloride, of mercury, which is 
the same as corrosive sublimate,

M istakes in the Fig Business. 


From tho Iowa Homestead. 
Some of our farmers are very likely 
to make a mistake just now, iii the man­ 
agement of their pigs. 
They have an 
idea that because an old hog will thrive 
on clover, a young pig will. 
This is 
about as sensible an idea as that of fat­ 
tening a newly weaned ealf by turning 
it to a straw stack. 
A ton of clover has 
1,660 pounds of water and only sixteen 
pounds of fats; and the larger a pigs 
stomach becomes by 
trying to 
eat 
enough, the closer his hips shrink to ­ 
gether. 
No matter what the price pf 
corn may be, it will pay to shell, soak 
and feed it tp weanling pigs rather than 
try to shove them on green clover alone. 
If corn is not available* grind and soak 
w e and oats, or even souk them with­ 
out grinding- 
Remember a pig is a 
pork factory, and to run any factory 
profitable you must run on full time and 
every day in the season, 
Another mat­ 
ter should be looked after, and that is 
shade to make them comfortable and 
avoid the flies. 
The best shade we have 
ever found is a thick maple grove where, 
the shade is so dense that the flies do not 
bother.
